Workplace health, safety, 
focus of new courses 

$100,000 grant helps take courses to remote regions

A new string quartet, Search , 
written by internationally 
respected composer Eugene 
Weigel, 87, a resident of Victoria 
for the past 25 years, will receive 
its world premiere at UVic on 
March 29. 

Search was composed by 
Weigel for UVic artists-in- 
residence the Lafayette String 
Quartet. It was completed by 
Weigel, assisted by a commis¬ 
sion, in the face of his struggle 
with the advancing crippling 
effects of Amyotrophic Lateral 
Sclerosis (ALS), also known as 
Lou Gehrig’s disease. The 
completion of Search represents 


the culmination of an heroic 
effort by Weigel, who is an 
indomitable spirit and a true 
Renaissance man, says Lafayette 
member Ann Elliott-Goldschmid. 

“We have known Mr. Weigel 
for five years and at every new 
encounter are filled with great 
awe at this indefatigable man,” 
she says. 

The Lafayette String Quartet 
is now rehearsing for the 
upcoming premiere performance 
which will be held at the Univer¬ 
sity Centre’s Farquhar Audito¬ 
rium at 8 p.m. They will perform 
on four Amati instruments which 
are on loan from the University 
of Saskatchewan. 


Part of the proceeds from the 
concert will go towards ALS 
research and also various 
scholarships and funds which the 
Lafayette Quartet has set up at 
UVic. The Quartet has commit¬ 
ted to donate $100 to ALS 
research for every future per¬ 
formance they give of Search. 

Search is a five movement 
work representing a culmination 
of Weigel’s vast experience. It is, 
says Elliott-Goldschmid, “very 
accessible music—the person 
listening is constantly aware they 
are being addressed. The quartet 
searches for the meaning of life 
and, ultimately, discovers it. It is 
based on bird calls, beautiful old 
Yankee folksongs, the ebb and 
flow of the tides and, finally, a 
madrigal.” 

Weigel studied at Yale 
University under Paul Hinde¬ 
mith, has taught composition and 
experimental music, and was a 
founding member of The Walden 
Quartet, known widely as a 
champion promoter of 20th 
century American composers. 
Among Weigel’s students have 
been Michael Colgrass and 
George Crumb. His better known 
works include Requiem Mass , for 
which he received a Guggenheim 
Fellowship, and his symphony 
Remembrance , dedicated to his 
late wife, Beatrice, and recently 
performed by the Victoria 
Symphony. 

The process leading to the 
completion of Search represents 
an intricate collaboration among 
musicians and other music 
professionals who wanted to hear 
the composition brought to life. 

Half of the commission was 
funded by the B.C. Ministry of 
Small Business, Tourism and 
Culture, through the B.C. Arts 
Council. The Canadian Music 
Centre (CMC) in Vancouver was 
the non-profit agency which 
applied for the grant on behalf of 
the Lafayette String Quartet. 

With distributing assistance from 
the CMC, the work will receive 
wide national recognition.

To meet the growing national 
need for specialists able to 
handle environmental health and 
safety issues in the workplace 
and to help cut the soaring costs 
of preventable disease and 
injuries, UVic will offer Cana¬ 
da’s first distance education 
certificate program in environ¬ 
mental and occupational health. 
The potential national enrolment 
for the program is estimated at 
3,000 registrants per year. 

With the assistance of a 
$100,000 grant from the Max 
Bell Foundation, UVic is creat¬ 
ing four pilot courses which will 
be offered to people living and 
working in rural, urban or 
isolated areas across the country. 
One of the priorities of the Max 
Bell Foundation is supporting 
projects within the health field, 
focusing on health promotion for 
all Canadians and continuing 
education for health profession¬ 
als. 

The use of World Wide Web 
pages and online communica¬ 
tions between instructors and 
students, as well as printed 
course manuals and audio and 
video materials, will ensure that 
all eligible students will be able 
to take this course, regardless of 
their location in Canada, says 
course project manager, Dr. Faith 
Collins (Continuing Studies). 

The field of occupational and 
environmental health has 
emerged as governments at all 
levels have moved to address 
potential hazards in the 


workplace. Regulations are being 
put in place affecting a myriad of 
health and safety concerns— 
including smoking in public 
places, violence in the 
workplace, employee safety 
requirements, ergonomics and air 
quality. 

The UVic courses will teach 
registrants how to apply regula¬ 
tions governing employee health 
and safety, identify workplace 
hazards, and improve working 
conditions. 

The benefits resulting from 
educating and employing people 
in the environmental and occupa¬ 
tional health field are expected to 
be substantial, says Collins. Both 
private and public companies 
employing the services of 
specialists in the field can expect 
reduced accidents, reductions in 
sick time and overall reductions 
in costs for employers. The long¬ 
term benefits will include 
improved employee morale, and 
reductions in the demand on an 
over-taxed health care system, 
she predicts. 

As early as this summer, 
students will be able to register 
in the first distance education 
course: environmental health 
informatics (the role of informa¬ 
tion technology in environmental 
health and the contributions of 
computers and communication 
technologies); followed in the 
fall by occupational and environ¬ 
mental health law; and human 
health risk assessment. Early in 
1998, the fourth course, risk

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UVic opens English 
Language Centre 
in 

Seoul 



The doors have opened 
this month on UVic’s 
new English Language 
Centre, in new quarters in 
Seoul, South Korea. The new 
centre was officially opened at 
Hanyang University in Seoul on 
March 10. The private univer¬ 
sity invited UVic to open a 
language centre on site after 
reviewing proposals from five 
other North American universi¬ 
ties. Five instructors from UVic 
are on one year assignments in 
Seoul and are offering first year 
English to Hanyang students as 
well as language training to 
government officials, business 
people, and interested citizens. 
Hanyang University has devoted 
the top two floors of its Gradu¬ 
ate Studies Building to the 
centre. 

“This program has a high 
profile in Korea since it is the 
first joint venture of its kind in 
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the country. We’re trying to 
deliver quality language educa¬ 
tion and enhanced understanding 
of North American culture,” says 
UVic Dean of Continuing 
Studies, Wes Koczka, who has 
just returned from attending the 
opening of the centre. 

The UVic English Language 
Centre staff has expanded in the 
past four years—the centre now 
brings approximately 1,400 
students to Victoria from Korea 
and other countries to study 
English. The new centre in Seoul 
has 251 students enrolled in its 
first intake with enrolment 
expected to reach 1,000 students 
within three to five years. It is 
the first of several planned or 
anticipated offshore English 
language programs being 
developed by UVic.

Obituary 

Dr. Henry Warkentyne 

Linguistics department builder will be missed 

Dr. Henry Warkentyne, a faculty member in the Department of Linguistics from 1967 to 1991, died 
suddenly on Feb. 28 in Victoria. Family members, friends, and former colleagues gathered on March 
5 for a memorial service at the Interfaith Chapel. 

After working as a teacher in British Columbia and serving as a flight officer for the Royal 
Canadian Air Force, Warkentyne lived in Japan, where he was principal of the Canadian Academy in 
Kobe and a faculty member at a prestigious private university near Osaka. He earned his BA in 
English at the University of Western Ontario and his MA and PhD in linguistics at the University of 
London. 

His fields of research included Canadian English lexicology and phonology, Japanese, phonetics 
and speech acoustics. He served as chair of the department from 1977 to 1988 and was instrumental 
in establishing the department’s Speech Technology Research Centre, which in 1989 was spun off as 
Speech Technology Research Ltd. (STR), a private local company that develops computer applica¬ 
tions for research and clinical use. 

Craig Dickson, an adjunct assistant professor in linguistics and president of STR, was 
Warkentyne’s student. “He was patient, and he let me try out my ideas and to learn from my mis¬ 
takes,” says Dickson. “He encouraged me, and he believed in me, as he did for all his students. 

Henry’s interests were simple and clear: he only wanted to teach his students and to contribute to his 
discipline which he loved so much.” 

And this year, Dickson found himself teaching his former teacher. “Although he had retired, he 
was attending my class this year, preparing to write another text book.”

Law teams win seconds in competition 


Two teams of UVic law students 
each snagged second place in 
prestigious national and regional 
competitions held earlier this 
month. In Toronto, Craig 
Cameron, Lisa Dumbrell, Rob 
Deane and Jeremy Fietz were 
second only to a team from the 
University of Toronto in the 
Gale Cup Moot Competition 
argued before Canadian Su¬ 
preme Court judges Feb. 28 to 
March 1. 

Fifteen teams from across 
Canada entered the Gale Cup 
competition and argued cases 
based on an appeal of a lower 
court decision which was made 
to the Supreme Court last year. 
Two team members appealed the 
court decision while two acted 


as respondents who argued 
against the appeal. 

In the original round, UVic’s 
appellants were up against 
University of Calgary students 
acting as respondents. UVic then 
switched roles against the 
University of Windsor before 
moving on to the final round 
against Queen’s University 
where two UVic team members 
were once again cast in the 
respondent role. UVic won that 
round but wound up second to 
the University of Toronto who 
had won its final round against 
Dalhousie. 

“This was a team that acted 
as a team, supported each other, 
came together as a unit and 
treated each other with a great 


deal of respect while maintain¬ 
ing a relaxed atmosphere 
towards the proceedings, ” said 
faculty advisor Prof. Don 
Galloway. “They enjoyed 
themselves immensely.” 

Second year law students 
Nicole Howell and Paul Pearson 
were runners-up to a team from 
UBC in the Western Canadian 
Mock Trial Competition held in 
Saskatoon March 8 and 9. The 
pair were given three weeks to 
prepare the defence (with a team 
from the University of Manitoba 
representing the prosecution) for 
a day-long trial heard before a 
judge of the Queen’s Bench. The 
teams were judged on presenta¬ 
tion, their legal arguments and 
their handling of witnesses.

Classics scholar receives more accolades

P rof. Keith Bradley (Greek 
& Roman Studies) has 
had a remarkable year. 
Last July, he was awarded a 
Killam Research Fellowship— 
one of Canada’s most prestig¬ 
ious research awards; in Novem¬ 
ber he was inducted into the 
Royal Society of Canada; and 
last month he received news of 
the award of a Doctor of Letters 
degree, an advanced doctorate, 
from the University of Sheffield. 
This flurry of honours reflects 
the culmination of a body of 
research that has been hailed by 
his peers internationally. 

Bradley has earned this 
recognition for his research and 
writings on the family and 
slavery in the Roman world—a 
body of work running to five 
books and more than 100 
articles, essays and reviews. 
Based on a selection of his 
published work, an external 
review committee commissioned 
by the University of Sheffield 
recommended that he be granted 
the degree of LittD. Bradley’s 
BA and MA in ancient history 
were earned at Sheffield; his 
BLitt is from Oxford. 

In his current work, Bradley 
is studying a Roman criminal 
trial that took place in the mid- 
second century AD in what is 
now Libya. He is looking at the 


trial as a microcosm of the 
religious, legal, and literary 
culture of the time. Apuleius, 
now known primarily as author 
of the novel The Golden Ass , 
was accused of practising 
magic—a capital offense—in 
order to make a wealthy widow 
fall in love and marry him. The 
oration he gave in his own 
defence—a very difficult piece 
of Latin rhetoric—is the only 
extant speech from a criminal 
trial in Imperial Rome. Apuleius 
was a cosmopolitan, well 
educated man, a middle Platonist 
philosopher and an initiate of 
several mystery cults. This 
highly literate figure took by 
storm a small North African 
town where he was delayed 
while voyaging to Alexandria. 
His marriage to a wealthy 
widow there disrupted the local 
power structure, and the relatives 
of her former husband brought 
charges against him, hoping to 
gain her fortune for themselves. 

“This trial is a box of de¬ 
lights,” says Bradley. “It opens 
up all sorts of problems about 
Imperial Roman society. There 
are many signs of the prevalence 
of magic in daily life in this 
period. People felt their society 
was very vulnerable to the 
influence of external, divine 
agents, and magic—a variant of 


religious behaviour—was one 
way of trying to exert some 
control.” 

“The study I am writing is 
meant in the first place for a 
professional readership, but I 
believe that my research is 
closely connected to my func¬ 
tion as a teacher in the humani¬ 
ties,” says Bradley. “My job as a 
teacher—the job of any human¬ 
ist—is not to instil job skills but 
to help students develop means 
to think about the kind of 
society they want to build for 
themselves and future genera¬ 
tions. Studying the Greco- 
Roman past is a good way to do 
this. It raises questions of 
perennial importance—about 
the role of religion and law in 
society, the best form of govern¬ 
ment under which to live, issues 
of individual freedom and 
equality and of fundamental 
human rights. These are topics 
relevant to today’s world that 
come up in courses I teach on 
the ancient family, slavery, 
religion and law. Antiquity 
provides an ideal mechanism 
with which to reflect on every¬ 
thing students see around them 
and to examine and understand 
better everything they take for 
granted. The value of the 
humanities can never be over¬ 
stated.”

Giant of legal education" mourned across campus 


Murray Fraser, the founding 
dean of UVic’s law school and a 
former vice-president, academic 
of the University died of heart 
failure in Calgary on March 11. 
He was 59. Fraser’s death 
shocked a campus which 
retained deep ties to the former 
dean and his wife Anne follow¬ 
ing of the couple’s move in 
1988 to Alberta where Fraser 
became the president and vice- 
chancellor of the University of 
Calgary. 

In 1993 he was granted an 
honorary law degree from UVic 
and the University further 
honoured him last October by 
naming the law school’s Begbie 
159 lecture hall the F. Murray 
Fraser Auditorium. 

“His death is a devastating 
loss to all of us,” says UVic 
chancellor. Dr. Norma 
Mickelson. “I was dean of 
education when Murray came 
to UVic. Law was the second 
professional school on campus 
and we became good friends. 
We supported each other and 
helped each other. There was 
some concern at the time about 
having professional schools on 
campus but Murray laid all 
those concerns to rest.” 

Mickelson also credits Fraser 


for spearheading 
the University’s 
commitment to 
equity on 
campus. 

“I was the 
advisor to 
Murray on 
women’s equal¬ 
ity. With him we 
developed the 
equity issues 
office and the 
equity issues 
policy. He gave it 
the impetus, the 
start.” 

“Murray 
provided out¬ 
standing leader¬ 
ship to UVic and 
the community,” 
says UVic 
president. Dr. 

David Strong. “He was well- 
known for his compassion and 
interest in all members of the 
University, his commitment and 
dedication to the University and 
his unfailing support of higher 
education across Canada.” 

“I don’t think one can say 
too much about what a fine 
person Murray was,” says 
former UVic president Dr. 
Howard Petch. “He set the tone

at UVic in that good teaching 
would be the hallmark of the 
faculty he led. He was vice- 
president, academic, during 
UVic’s most difficult time [the 
years of government restraint in 
the early 80s]. He participated 
and made difficult decisions 
and lived with them . . . and 
did it in such a sympathetic 
way that he maintained high 
morale among those suffering 
the cuts. 

“One cannot overestimate 
the contributions made by 
Murray and Anne, for they were 
very much a team.”

UVic associate vice-presi¬ 
dent, legal affairs Lyman 
Robinson was among the 
original faculty members Fraser 
recruited in 1974 for his new 
law school. Many of the 
original faculty members had 
been persuaded to leave posi¬ 
tions throughout Canada and 
the United States to participate 
in a fledgling faculty. 

“Murray started with a clean 
slate; that was the intriguing 
situation he offered everybody,” 
remembers Robinson, who 
described the development of 
the initial law curriculum as a 


“collaborative effort.” 

He remembers Fraser’s 
“charisma and fortitude” when 
it came to raising funds for his 
faculty. “He wanted the law 
foundation to give us $2 million 
for the law library. A lot of 
people thought he was asking 
for too much, but Murray asked 
for $2 million and he got it.” 

Prof. John McLaren (Law) 
founded the University of 
Calgary law school one year 
after Fraser accomplished the 
same task at UVic: “He was 
very much a mentor to me. He 
was unstinting with advice and 
was exceptionally kind. Murray 
was just a tremendous human 
being. He will be remembered 
as one of the giants of legal 
education in the late 20th 
century in Canada.” 

Fraser resigned from the 
University of Calgary in 1996 
and was appointed president 
emeritus. He was educated at 
Dalhousie University (BA, 
LL.B) and at the University of 
London (LL.M). He taught at 
Queen’s and Dalhousie, was in 
private law practice in Halifax 
and was a research associate on 
the Law Reform Commission 
of Canada’s family law project 
prior to coming to UVic. 

Fraser is survivied by his 
wife and three sons. There will 
be a memorial service for 
Fraser held on the UVic 
campus, likely in April.

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Devices to assist elderly or disabled win 
awards at national competition

T wo designs by UVic 
engineering students 
have won first and 
second prize in the 
entrepeneurial design 
category at the recent 
Canadian Engineering 
Competition. Both 
designs give more 
mobility to people 
with disabilities. The 
invitation-only 
national competition 
was open to the top 
two design teams 
from four previously- 
held regional compe¬ 
titions involving 40 
engineering schools 
across Canada. 

Both prototypes 
are the result of a 
third-year engineering 
course requiring 
students to design an 
assistive device for an elderly or 
disabled person, but the award¬ 
winning students didn’t drop 
their projects when the course 
was completed. 

“We continually revised the 
design,” says Jeremy Lindstrom 
who, along with Christian Des 
Mazes, laboured an additional 
eight months on the LTS (Little 
Too Steep) Hub, a wheelchair hub 
that gives users the benefit of a 
lower gear. The design placed 
second in the competition. 

“The idea came from a friend 
of mine who’s in a wheelchair 
and doesn’t have much upper 
body strength. He has a power 
chair but would rather maintain 
the limited ability he has by 
using a regular chair.” 

Keith Bowers can’t remember 
how many hours he and 
teammates Darren Hobe, Brian 
Knoke and Taco Niet laboured to 
produce their winning prototype 


of the ST (Seat Transfer) Walker. 
A suggestion from Richard 
Hannah, a research specialist at 
the Queen Alexandra Centre for 


Children’s Health, prompted 
their design for a walker with a 
retractable seat and backrest that 
converts to a wheelchair. It’s an

assist for people who want to 
take a rest during their walk and 
have the option of using a 
wheelchair on the return trip. 

While his teammates are on 
co-op work terms, Bowers is 
taking the engineering business 
option—a semester of second 
and third year marketing, 
accounting, and small business 
courses—which also earns him a 
work term credit. The team has 
already produced a business plan 
for the ST Walker, is in the 
process of obtaining a patent for 
the design and currently has 
plans for a marketing presenta¬ 
tion being considered by repre¬ 
sentatives from a company 
specializing in aids for people 
with disabilities. 

“It’s not enough to have a 
good technical project,” says 
Lindstrom of the criteria for a 
prize winning design, “you must 
show that you can sell the 
design.” 

“It’s pretty much your ability 
to demonstrate the feasibility of 
your project,” adds Bower. 

Both teams praise 
the support they 
received from the 
University in terms 
of funding, materials 
and time in the 
machine shop. The 
Queen Alexandra 
Centre also donated 
a wheelchair and a 
walker to be used 
for parts in the 
teams’ designs. Now 
that they’ve put so 
much work into 
their projects, the 
students hope to 
take the next step 
and put their prize 
winning designs on 
the market.

Each week the volunteer bureau 
downloads its updated database to a 
terminal in the Student Employment 
Centre where users can check out 
the 1,000 requests for volunteers that 
are usually active at any given time. 

UVic student Shirene Salamatian is 
at the Centre four hours a week to 
assist students in using the database 
and exploring different opportuni¬ 
ties offered through volunteering. 
Volunteer Victoria estimates that 
over one quarter of its positions are 
filled by students, who find the vol¬ 
unteering experience a valuable 
means to gain career knowledge and 
experience.

Psychology and Sociology ’72), Mayor of Toronto; Dulcie McCallum (LLB’81), B.C. 
Ombudsman and Alison Sydor (BSc Biochemistry ’89), world champion mountain biker. 



Barbara Hall 

B arbara Hall has been Mayor of 
Canada’s largest city since 1994. 
She is a social activist who has 
been involved throughout her adult life 
with youth and housing issues. A former 
Company of Young Canadians volunteer, 
street worker and teacher, she has a law 
degree from Osgoode Hall Law School. 
Prior to becoming involved in municipal 
politics she had her own law firm special¬ 
izing in family and criminal litigation. She 
ran for city council in Toronto in 1985 and 
has held a council seat since then. 



Dulcie McCallum 


D ulcie McCallum is the first 

woman to hold the position of 
Ombudsman for the province of 
British Columbia, McCallum was selected 
by an all-party committee of the Legisla¬ 
ture, demonstrating the universal regard in 


which she is held. Previously, she 
practiced law, with a special interest in 
persons with a disability, and served as 
legal advisor to the Canadian Association 
for Community Living and the Canadian 
Disability Rights Council. A registered 
nurse, she was senior community health 
nurse for the Haida First Nation and 
police nurse with the Vancouver City 
Police. She has devoted her talents and 
time—both professional and volunteer— 
to the betterment of the lives of those less 
fortunate. 



Alison Sydor 


A lison Sydor is one of a handful 
of Canadian female athletes 
whose name is becoming a 
household word. The reigning world 
mountain bike champion for the third 
year in a row, she won a silver medal in 
the inaugural Olympic mountain bike 
event in the 1996 Summer Games in 
Atlanta. She was named the Canadian 
Press female athlete of the year in 1996 
and world cyclist of the year by the 
influential Velo News. She was 1996 
honorary chairperson of Operation 
Rednose, a community service offering 
free rides home to party goers during the 
Christmas season. She is also one of the 
organizers of Kids on the Shore, a North 
Shore-based mountain-bike club for kids 
aged 12 to 18. She currently trains at the 
Commonwealth Centre for Sport Devel¬ 
opment in Victoria.

management: perception and communica¬ 
tion, will be ready. The pilot courses are 
being developed from UVic’s existing on- 
campus certificate program in environ¬ 
mental and occupational health. 

The new courses will benefit people 
interested in making a career change to a 
rapidly expanding field, and managers in 
environmental and occupational health 
who are seeking continued professional 
education. 

Graduates of the program can expect 
employment in the resource sectors 
including mining and forestry, manufac¬ 


turing industries, educational institutions, 
hospitals and health facilities, and in the 
public and private sector. Some will work 
as consultants for small businesses and 
industry. 

The Max Bell Foundation is the legacy 
of the late George Maxwell Bell, business¬ 
man, entrepreneur, oilman, newspaper 
publisher, sportsman and philanthropist. 
He established the Max Bell Foundation 
from a portion of his estate shortly before 
his death in 1972, and the Max Bell 
Foundation has since granted nearly $52 
million to Canadian-based projects.

Are there too many university programs? —A new commission in Quebec will 
scrutinize the province’s universities to answer this question. The Commission des 
university sure les programmes (CUP) will review four areas—religious studies, commu¬ 
nications, music and engineering—to determine how relevant the programs are and if 
universities should be coordinating the way they offer similar programs. McGill’s associate 
dean of science, Nicolas de Takacsy, says CUP members know whatever they propose will 
have to adhere to fiscal realities, but adds that bis colleagues are mostly concerned with 
what makes sense acade mical ly. “We’re all sensitive to the fact that universities are not by 
definition profit centres...(Ihey) have to be economically responsible in order to provide 
the services they offer, but we don’t provide those service? to make money.” The 17- 
member commission, which is composed of academics, students and administrators, has a 
three year mandate.— Tie McGill Reporter, February, 1997 

Students protest tuition increases in Ontario— Four Ontario tjSv<81is were the 
site of student occupations to protest the provincial government’s tuition fee announcement 
that will freeze grants at 1996/97 levels and forceragv ^fi^ ^^^^> the shortfall in 
operating revenues through tuition. Co-ordinated Sit-in? were Staged at Yoric University, the 
University of Toronto and the University of Guelph in mid-February. Another demonstra¬ 
tion took place at Carleton University in Ottawa. Senior administration officials at Guelph 
maintained that, although the university respects the rights of students to dissent, the action 
did not contribute constructively to the process of consultation on tuition increases. The 
administration refused to discuss the tuition issue with student protesters while they 
occupied the presidential offices. The university’s enrolment management committee had 
previously recommended that tuition fees be increased by an average of nine per cent, or 
an additional $295 per year. —At Guelph, February, 1997
